TT o  all  my  friends  and  customers  of  former  years  and  to  all  those  whom  it 
may  Ibe  my  pleasure  to  serve  in  1938  my  best  wishes  for  a  happy  and  prosperous 
year  to  come. 

The  past  season  was  a  fine  growing  one  the  Cape  and  this  in  spite  of  the  dry 
weather  which  prevailed  everywhere.  I  started  my  planting  about  April  1st  and 
my  gardens  were  not  hurt  by  frost  until  November.  This  long  growing  season 
which  makes  fine  strong  tubers  is  due  to  the  proximity  of  the  ocean.

They  may  be  had  in  almost  all 
colors,  bloom  very  freely  and  continuously,  and  keep  better  after  cutting  than  the 
larger  varieties.
